Roberts Protests to Kroner Regarding 


Alleged Harsh Treatment ol" 


Prisoners 


London, April 16.—Winston Churchill 


telegraphs The Morning Post from 
Eloemfontein, under Saturday's date, re- 
Iterating his opinion that the war is 
bound to prove an extremely expensive 
business. 
He says: 


"Two hundred *»,d fifty thousand men 


will be needed before the end is attained. 
(The question of remounts will continue 
one of vital importance. Great numbers 
are now arriving, but, owing to the fact 
that they have to be put to work be- 
fore time is given them to recover from 
the effects of the voyage, their condition 
is low and the death rate among them 
high. 


"Thousands, therefore, will be wanted 


in addition t» those now here or on the 
way, 
and great resting depots must be 


formed, together with an ample staff to 
nurse and exercise them. 
If that is 


none, then, about four or five months 
hence, you will be able to give your 
cavalry a new lease of life and strength." 


There is practically no fresh news this 


morning. All the Bloemfontein dis- 
patches, however, breathe a confident 
tone. There seems to be a heavy de- 
mand on th£ railway; for so large an 
army leaves the populace bare of every- 
thing save the absolute necessities of 
life. 


The fact that the censors allowed 


Winston Churchill's dispatch on the sub- 
ject of remounts to pass speaks volumes 
for the condition of that question and 
concerning the prospect of any immedi- 
ate advance toward Pretoria. The ut- 
most Lord Roberts will be able to do for 
some time to come will be in the direc- 
tion of clearing the Boers from th« 
southern part of the Free State. 


The dispatches announce the approach 


of winter. The first pinch of frost has 
been felt at Bloemfontein, where con- 
siderable rain has fallen. 


It is said that President Kruger visited 


the Boer camp at Kroonstad, as well as 
Brandfort. 


It is officially reported that the BHitlsh 


losses at Wepener in four days' fighting 
were IS men killed and 132 wounded. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Telegraph, telegraphing Sunday. 


says: 
An unconfirmed report is In cir- 


culation here that General Brabant has 
inflicted a crushing defeat upon the Boers 
at Wepener, capturing guns and taking 
prisoners. 


Lord Roberts, in a telegram of protest 


to President Kruger regarding the treat- 
ment to which thp colonial officers and 
troops who are now prisoners at Pretoria 
have been subjected, complains that the 
Boers have treated them like criminals, 
confined in jail. He points out that 
there are 90 cases of enteric fever and 
dysentery In the prisoners' camp at 
Waterval; that the Transvaal govern- 
ment failed to supply, on demand of the 
doctor, the necessary' medicines and 
medical comforts; that the prisoners 
were forced to bivouac on the 
open 


veldt; that the sick were placed in an 
open shed, with an iron roof, and that it 
was only when the new doctor threat- 
ened to resign that medicines and mat- 
tresses were supplied. He invites Presi- 
dent Krugor to remedy this state of 
things, and contrasts it with the treat- 
ment the British give the Boer prison- 
ers, 
sick and wounded who, as Lord 


Roberts says, "receive the same treat- 
ment as our own soldiers." 


Four farmers who had taken the oath 


to abstain from further co-operation 
with the queen's enemies, were found 
signalling to the Boers at Kagree Siding 
and have been brought here.

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HE FAILED TO RETURN 


Teller of Bank at Waterbury, 


Vt, Was to Examine Books . 


With the Cashier 


Waterbury, Vt., April 16.—John C. Far- 


frar, teller of the Waterbury National 
bank, is missing and there is a defak-a- 
tion of $25,000 of the bank's funds. 
Tlu> 


community is greatly shocked by the 
news, as Farrar was considered a model 
younpr man. 
The young man had been 


epecu'j'.ting in stocks, and it is generalh 
believed that he used the money in that 
way 


Beside* his position as teller, Farrar 


v,as town treasurer, but the latter's 
Junds do not exceed $3000 or $4000. Being 
an unusually bright young man and of a 
highly respectable family, the disclos- 
ures seemed almost incredible to his 
friends, and proved a terrible blow to his 
young \vlfe and his parents. His friends 
believes that it was simply a case of 
.borrowing to make good speculations in 
the stock market. 


Farrar was working at his desk Satur- 


day afternoon, when Cashier Well-a 
' asked him about some apparent error in 
figures. Farrar at once began what 
seemed to be a thorough Investigation, 
the two working for some hours trying 
to unravel the tangle in the figures. At 
< o'clock Farrar suggested that the work 
be suspended for an hour in order to get 


. supper. He told the cashier that he 


would come back and find the mistake 
if possible. Cashier Wells readily as- 


* tented to the adjournment, but his trust- 


ed teller has not yet made good either bis 
engagement or what the bank now 
claims is a shortage of at least $25,000. 
.Farrar could have left town within half 


* an hour after his departure from the 


bank. A train for the north left at 6 
o'clock, while another went south at 
t>:3U, but no one, so far as is known, saw 


.• Farrar take either. 


Mr. Wells returned to the bank ac- 


cording to agreement and after waiting 
half an hour began an investigation on 
his own account, with the result that the 
bank officials were notified of the situa- 
tion and of Farrar's disappearance. 


As the capital of the bank is ?100,000 


and. its surplus over 135,000, the bank of- 
ficials state that the loss can be readily- 
borne, and that the capital of the bank 
will not be Impaired. This of course is 
provided that no further shortage is dis- 
covered. 


No warrant has been issued for the 


arrest of the missing teller, and so far as 
learned the bank examiner has not been 
notified. In fact the bank officials do 
not appear gireatly exercised over th«- 
Joss. 


Farrar was born here 24 years'ago, and 


has has spent his whole life among his 
fellow townspeople, becoming an almost 
•universal favorite. He has been em- 
ployed in the bank six or seven years, 
gaining during that time the confidence 
of all the officials, who naturally trusted 
him implicitly. 


During the past few years he has 


handled all the funds of the village of 
Y.\upi-bury, and there should be a bal- 
ant,- in the bank in the town's favor of 
nearly $1000 
Whether this amount has 


followed the funds of the bank is not yet 
known.

The minority members of the com- 


mittee, led by Mr. Wheeler of Kentucky, 
will make a strong fight for the estab- 
lishment of a government armor plate 
factor y as th» best solution of the vexed 
problem. 
An attempt will also be made 


by the minority of the committee for the 
building of ships in government yards. 
Before the naval bill is taken up Chair- 
man Marsh of the committee on militia 
will be recognized to move the passage, 
under suspension of the. rules, of the 
bill to appropriate $1,000,000 for 
the 


militia of the several states. 


Friday will be given up to the com- 


mittee on war claims, under ths rules, 
and Saturday has been sat aside for 
paying tribute to the memory of the late 
Representative Evan P. Settle of Ken- 
tucky. 


The senate will tyontinue during the 


week to devote its attention to the Alas- 
kan code bill, the Quay resolution and 
the bill providing- for the temporary gov- 
ernment of the Philippine islands. There 
also will be more or less sparring for 
place on the part of the friends of the 
Nicaragua canal. 


Senator Carter will try to get a day 


fixed for a vote on the Alaskan bill. 
There are only two amendments of im- 
portance remaining- to be acted upon in 
connection with that measure, and it is 
thought these could be disposed of at 
a very early date if the friends of the 
Alaskan bill would agree to assist in the 
taking up of other legislation when it is 
out of the way. 
Senator Morgan seems 


at present to hold up the code measure 
until he can receive same assurance on 
the canal bill, but so far has apparently 
not been successful in that direction. 


There also is a noticeable disposition 


to use the Alaskan bill and the Philip- 
pine bill to delay the taking up of the 
subsidy bill. 
The Democrats In the 


senate are practically united in opposi- 
tion to the subsidy proposition. Sen- 
ator Lodge, in charge of the Philippine 
bill, announces it to be his purpose to 
ask for a vote on it whenever the Demo- 
crats make an opening for such sug-ges 
tion. 
Apparently, however, he is not 


very sanguine of success. 


Senator Hoar has given notice of a 


speech on the Philippine question, and he 
is expected then to fully outline his views 
on the question of expansion. 


Snooting In Cold Blood. 


Chicago, April 16.—Patrick Carey, a 


local politician, was fatally shot Satur- 
day night by William Maxwell, a saloon 
keeper, when Carey was offering- to shake 
hands with the man who shot him. Max- 
•nell provoked a quarrel with Carey and 
ordered him out of the place. Carey 
treated the matter as a joke, and when 
he refused to go Maxwell began to 
threaten him. Carey was trying to calm 
the excited saloonkeeper when the latter 
shot him down. Carey died in five min- 
utes. 


Dastardly Work of Tramps. 


Toledo, April 16.—Two tramps, with 


handkerchiefs tied over their 
faces, 


called at the house of Kate and Johanna 
Sullivan, living four miles from West 
Toledo, and as Johanna opened the door 
one of the m«n struck her across the head 
With a club. Kate sprang to the assist- 
ance of her sister, when a second tramp 
felled her with an ax helve. Johanna 
died in a short time, and Kate is a raving 
maniac as the result of her injuries. The 
tramps escaped with $200 in money.

LONG'S ANNOUNCEMENT 


UPSET CALCDLATIONS

Long's implied willingness to accept the 
Republican nomination for the vice 
presidency, as inferred from the state- 
ments mad« 'by him on that subject, is 
a matter of general comment in Wash- 
ington. It has set the Republican slate 
makers to thinlji^, and, for the time 
being, has seriously upset the calcula- 
tions of those who believed that the 
honor would go to one of a half dozen 
others mentioned for the vice presi- 
dency. Secretary Long has been called 
upon by a number of persons and has 
been importuned for an exact statement 
of his attitude on the 
question. 
He 


seems disinclined to enter into any gan- 
eral discussion of the matter, however, 
preferring to let it rest with what he has 
already said on the subject, believing 
that "the vice presidency is an honor of 
such a character that no man could well 
refuse to accept it." The secretary, 
however, is not an avowed candidate 
•eeking the place, but the belief is gen- 
eral that if tUe nomination is offexecl to 
him he will accept. 


Secretary Long wa<s asked last night 


for an expression of opinion regarding 
Admiral Dewey's candidacy for the 
presidency. In a good-natured way he 
evaded making a reply, but laughingly 
remarked that Dewey "was the honored 
man of our navy."

BULLET IN HIS NECK 


Ends the Life of Ruins Wright, 


Millionaire Manufacturer 


of Tiresj 


Chicago, April 16.—Rufus "Wripht, of 


the firm of Morgan & Wright, manufac- 
turers of rubber tires, who was shot 
through the neck during a scuffle for 
the possession of a revolver in the apart- 
ments of Mrs. L/ouisa LbittriiJge, at the 
Leland hotel, died yesterday from the 
effects of the wound. 
The body of the 


millionaire is now at undertaking rooms, 
where an inquest will be held. 


Mr, Wright's son-in-law and partner, 


Fred Morgan, was at his side at death. 
Mr. Morgan hp'd that his father-in-law 
was on an errand to help a friend who 
had become entajig-led with the woman, 
when he received hfs death wound. 


The police were not apprised of the 


tragedy until two hours after it had oc- 
curred. Mrs. Lottridge'and a friend; 
Mrs. Kos&, who had spent several hours 
with her previous to the shooting, wert 
arrested. 


Much mystery attaches to the shooting. 


Both the victim and Mrs. Lottridge per- 
sisted in saying it was accidental. 


The woman registered at the hotel 


April 11, when she assrived in company 
with Mrs. Ida Koss, who was arrested 
after the shooting. Mrs. Koss spent 
every night with her friend and left her 
Saturday only a few minutes before 
Wright arrived at the hotel in answer to 
a summons from Mrs. Lottridge. 


Mrs. Lottridg-e, in a statement made 


at the police station, said: 
"I cannot 


remembsr what led up to the production 
of the revolvar. 
I was talking to Mr. 


Wright when he asked me to show him 
a revolver of which he had spoken pre- 
viously, 
I refused to do so, and we 


talked on other matters for a while. 
I remember that I finally went to my 
valise and took out my weapon, and when 
he saw It, Mr. Wright begged me to throw 
it away. 
As I remember he tried to 


take the weapon from my hand, and we 
•cuffled. 
I stood up and he was sit- 


ting on the couch. 
I had hold of the 


weapon., when with a sudden effort be 
tore the revolvar from my grasp. 
He 


fell backward, and I followed him. 
I 


managed to get hold of the butt of the 
weapon, he holding to the guard. 


"As we struggled the weapon was dis- 


charged, and bad as I felt fr*om the 
liquor I had drunk, I could not help cry- 
ing out in horror when I saw he was 
wounded. 
He fell back on the sofa and 


gasped that he was shot. 
I laughed 


hysterically, and told him he* was aU 
right. He insisted he had been wounded, 
and begged me to call a doctor. 


"I told him he was dreaming, and then 


set about oaring for him. 
I took a 


handkerchief from his pocket and at- 
tempted to stop the flow of blood from 
his neck where the ball had 
entered. 


I saw at a glance that tha revolver had 
done deadly work, but I could not bring 
myself to tell anyone of the occurrence. 
I waited on Mr. Wright for two hours 
possibly before I summoned a doctor. 
I was so overcome that I could not talk 
and may have said things I ought not to 
have seid, but the pressure I was la- 
boring under was the cause for my ac- 
tions. The story that Mr. Wright cams 
to my room in the interest of a friend is 
false. 
He came to see me at my re- 


quest. 
He had known ma long enough 


to come at my least call. 
He was in 


good spirits when~he entered the room. 
We drank together and talked of matters 
which concerned ourselves. 
We had a 


pleasant conversation until the revolver 
was introduced by cha-nce and the strug- 
gle which ended in his death." 


Although he admits he can offer no 


evidence, Chief of Detectives Colleran 
strongly believes that the weapon was 
not in the hand of Wright when it was 
discharged. 
A careful examination of 


the wound, he says, Will show that it 
would be impossible for Wright to have 
held the weapon in his hand. 
Captain 


Colleran says also that Mrs. Lottridg-e 
said she could not remember whether the 
weapon was in her hand or in Wright's. 
He also cites the fact that Wright's beard 
is not singed, as it would have been if 
a weapon had been discharged close to 
his head; his-face Is not marked wfth 
powder; in fact, Captain Colleran says, 
there is nothing to show that he held a 
revolver close to his face.

guilty woie the fifth, IGth and 19th. The 
fifth count charges Cole with the wilful 
misapplication on the 10th of May of a 
stock certificate of the United States 
Mining company of the value of $-100,000. 
The 16th count charges him with the 
wilful misapplication of 252 bonds issued 
by the Niagara Mining and Smelting 
company, each o* the value of $500 
The 


]9th count charges Cole with the misap- 
plication on Aug. 21, 1899, of a check and 
ordetr for money for the payment of 
S290.000 and another check for the pay- 
ment of $£604.70, the i*fiole aggregating 
1824,604.70. 


Cole has evidently made up his mind 


to take his sentence, appealing to the 
mercy of the court. 


If disposed to do so, the judge could 


sentenae Cole for 30 years on the counts, 
so It is said at the federal building; but 
few look for such a sentence.

If Selectman Gleason of Clarksburg 


is correctly reported, the Blackinton 
annexation and a recent Transcript ar- 
ticle have had effect on, our little north- 
en neighbor. Mr. Gleason is now think- 
ing of an annexation scheme in which 
Clarksburg fig-ores as the parent giving 
away the offspring to Nortr- Adams. 


The original scheme of annexing all 


Clarksburg to this city was too ex- 
treme in its demands. There is a large 
agricultural section in the town and 
dt was (Jxpeoting too much to believe 
that this large section would quietly 
exchange its present simplicity of life, 
with comparative inexpensive habits, 
for little more than the honor of North 
Adams' name. 
"We are aware that 


annexation would bring large benefits 
in. time, in a short time, probably, to 
this section, but at first there would 
be little visible improvement of the 
condition. 
Besides, the interests of 


North Adams should not be overlooked, 
and it is not easy to see in what man- 
ner this city would be benefited by the 
annexation of the town of Clarksburg. 


Now Mr. Gleason is reported as be- 


lieving that Clarksburg would be wil- 
ing to allow Briggsville and the Clarks- 
burg part of the section known as 
Houghtonvill-e to become annexed to 
Xorth Adams. He thinks these portions 
of his town have like interests and like 
activities with North Adams and na- 
turally belong- with this city. He also 
thinks that these portions of Clark'-- 
burg and the agricultural portion are .so 
disimilar that it would probably be 
well for them both to agree to a per- 
manent separation. He would draw a 
line through Clarksburg cutting oft the 
industrial portion from the agricultural 
portion and would favor the industrial 
portion casting: its lot with us. The 
town of Clarksburg itself, he thinks, 
would endorse this Dlan.

annexation it will be found in this 
scheme in, much larger quantity than 
in the scheme of adding all of Clarks- 
burg to North Adams.

Much Bottled Beer Found in Joseph

Review of Churoh Activity Given Sunday 


by Rev.j. A. Hamilton 


A review of the year's work In the 


Methodist chwrah was gdveni from the 
pulpit Sunday morning, the Sunday be- 
fore conference meeting, by the pastor, 
Rev. J. A. Hamilton. It showed a 
very encouraging1 growth and condition 
of church activities in all lines. A 
financial statemeat of the church and 
the affiliated societies was also printed 
and distributed at the morning service. 
Thia showed receipts of $8139.34 
and 


disbursements of $6064:62. There is a 
debt remaining ef not quite $250, large- 
ly cauaad1 by the-general conference ex- 
pense for this year. The income from 
pew rentals was about $800 more than 
the yea.r before-. The Sunday school 
has raised about $695, and has $75 on 
hand. The total financial exhibit of 
the amount raised for all purposes In 
the churoh and by its societies is $8597.- 
93, which is $3456 more than the year 
before. 


In membership, the records have been 


thoroughly revised, and 
about 150 


names dropped. There have been 172 
received from probation ana by letter, 
and 43 are now on probation. The Ep- 
worth league has grown to 325, the 
Sunday school has increased by about 
60, and has been graded. 


The average attendance at all the 


services of the church and its societies 
has greatly increased during the year, 
and this is especially true of the bi- 
monthly communion service. During 
the winter, at the close of nearly every 
service some have presented them- 
selves for membership. 


The spiritual and social life of the 


church are both evidenced to be in ex- 
cellent condition by the reports made 
and the feeling of harmony that ex- 
ists in the church today. 


The church building has been im- 


proved by the new stone steps pro- 
vided by the ladies' auxiliary, and the 
amount raised for the parsonage and to 
reduce the church debt a few Sundays 
ago, 
was a notable offering. 


The pastor made a brief report also 


on his own work for the year. He has 
baptized 37, attended 42 funerals, de- 
livered ]06 sermons and addresses, and 
made over 1200 calls.

dead in bed at his lonely home on 
Beartown mountain in Lee

morning about 9 o'clock by a neighbor. 
An examination' of the i>lace showed 
that Mr. Beebe had been, aboiut and 
attended to stock during- the morning, 
and Medical Examiner Hoicomto pro- 
nounced death to be from heart fail- 
ure incidental to old ag«. 


Levi Beebe was known throughout 


>?ew England as the Lee we(a|ther 
prophet. 
He was born in Richmond 


and went to Lee in early life and 
learned the paper-making business of 
Platner & Smith, when the late Lieu- 
tenant Governor Bvron Weston was 
foreman of their mill. Being in coor 
health, he bought a tract of land on 
Bear mountain from the state of Con- 
necticut, and continued to add to his 
domain until he owned over 2000 acres 
on one of the highest elevations in 
Berkshire. 


He watched the cl&Cds and the dif- 


ferent currents of air from his mount- 
ain home, and soon be'gan to prophesy 
on the weather, and as his guesses 
were remarka|ly lucky he became the 
Thomas's almanac for the region, and 
many a farmer guided nis labors by 
"Beebe's Weather."1 


His star prophecy was in. the winter 


of 1888, when he foretold with accuracy 
the great March blizzard of that year.

The squad 
has had: only two weeke' outdoor prac- 
tice, and that has been more or less 
interrupted, and none of it on Weston 
field. The trainine- table was started 
Wednesday 
with 
14 men. Coach 


Charles Ganzel, formerly of the Bos- 
tons, has been ini town about three 
weeks and will remain- until about June 
1. He brought about a considerable im- 
provement in last year's team, and has 
the confidence of the olayers and of 
the college at large. Captain Plunkett 
is working hard and promises to make 
a first-rate captain. 


For its 'i itching the team will rely, 


ae it has relied for the past three years, 
mainly on Captain Plunkett. He seems 
in better form than ever, with greater 
speed and better control of his curves. 
Bent, 1901, who was first brought out 
last year and who then showed con- 
siderable ability, is now doins excel- 
lent work, and has improved, especially 
in. his control. 
He will probably be 


called on to pitch two or three of the 
important games. Turell, 190H, has been 
retained, on the squad as third "i itcher.
